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WEEKLY LETTER 

Winter Egg Production 

In the last weekly letter it 
was stressed that it pullets or 
hens are to produce eggs dur¬ 
ing the winter months it is 
necessary to supply them with 
ingredients for maintaining nor¬ 
mal body functions and mat¬ 
erial 15or manufacturing eggs. 
It is the same principle that 
applies to mechanical mai 
ufacturing that one must have 
not only power and equipment 
but also material from which 
to fashion the product. 

It was further stressed that 
certain vitamins are essential 
an dthat these can best be ob¬ 
tained in biologically tested cod 
liver oil. 

Fortunately the bulk of a 
balanced poultry ration can be 
produced on the farm thoug l 
the already-mentioned vitamins 
as well as some proteins and 
minerals must be purchased to 
balance the ration for satis¬ 
factory and economical produo 
ion. Minerals are usually pur¬ 
chased >n the form of oyster 
shell, limestone grit, and bone 
meal. Oyster shell and lime¬ 
stone grit provide calcium

vhereas bone meal provides 
both caJqiuim and phosphorus. 

Some mineral is also purchas¬ 
ed in meat scrap but this feed 
is desired mainly because of its 
high animal protein content. 
Some animal protein must be 
supplied in the ration to in¬ 
crease the total amount of 
protein as well is to supple¬ 
ment the type of protein found 
in the grains. Skim milk is an 
other source of animal protein 
and can be used to good advant¬ 
age when available. Generally 
speaking, sufficient protein is 
not added to the ration through 
milk feeding but where liberal 
amounts are fed the meat 
scrap can be reduced to about 
half that otherwise needed. 

No let us set up a sample 
ration which will give good re¬ 
sults if other phases of manage¬ 
ment are satisfactory. The 
scratch mixture tean be made 
up entirely of nome grown 
grains and may consist of: 
Wheat 400 or 300 parts 
Barley 100 o r200 parts 
Oats 100 — 100 parts 

The jmash mixture which 
^ontaihs the supplementary 
proteins cap be madp up as 
follows \ 

Ground wheat 800 parts. 
Ground barley 100 parts. 
Oat chop 100 parts 
Beef scrap 75 parts. 

Bone meal 30 parts. 

Fine salt 7 parts. 

Cod liver oil 2 per cent. 

The birds can be given access 
to the mash mixture and as 
this should constitute about 
half the total ration the scratch 
grain feeding can be regulated ir. 
relation to the amount of mash 
eaten. 

More detailed published in¬ 
formation regarding poultry 
feeding can be obtained free of 
charge from the Lethbridge 
Experimental Station,

The 1 
ask your Doctor to find the 
cause, lie is trained for that 
purpose. You may require 
change of diet. Some organ c ’ 
the bodv may need toning u >. 
The answer to your problem 
may be simply found and just 
as simply cured. But if t: 
cause of the run down feeling is 
due to sonic more serious con¬ 
dition it is greatly to your ad¬ 
vantage that the cause ’ e dis¬ 
covered early. A stitch in time 
saves nine* - an old adage that 
is one hundred per cent ap¬ 
plicable tr this discussion. Frt'iy 
diagnosis permits of mtehigm 
treatment before too much, 
damage is done. Thousands of 
lives are spared because of 
early treatment. Thousands of 
lives are lost because of delay 
in diagnosis and treatment. 

A run down feeling is a dan¬ 
ger signal which should cause 
one to stop and look. You may 
go by it without a crash but 
that h taking a chanc G and 
there is nothing heroic or sen¬ 
sible about taking foolish 
chances with human life.
